If 
the same organ is brought into con- 
tact with sea water it gives rise to a 
polyp again. The same may be done 
with margelis and other hydroids. In 
antenularia a elmnge in the orienta- 
tion of a branch with polyps will bring 
about the transformation of this ma- 
terial into a stolon. It will be the 
task to determine how far in the ani- 
mal kingdom the development proc- 
esses are -found to be reversible. .. It 
is obvious that in a form which a re- 
versible development death will not 
necessarily follow a certain stage of 
development corresponding to senility 
in man. 


D?ntti May Be Prevented. 


"It is not impossible that natural 


death is -comparable to the situation 
which is present in the mature egg 
after it leaves the ovary. Nature has 
shown us the way by which at this 
critical point death can be avoided in 
the case of the egg.
